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Newspaper Advertising 
A T the COMPO round table in Hollywood last week sharp 


attention was given to newspaper advertising. It was 

estimated that the industry ms annually $50,000,000 
of advertising in newspapers in this country. That is a sum 
that exceeds a year's negative costs of any major producing 
company. Despite this enormous amount of money spent in 
newspapers, there was considerable agreement at the COMPO 
meeting that full value has not been received and that con- 
sideration should be given to cutting down newspaper adver- 
tising budgets and placing more advertising in television, radio 
and other media. 


No simple answer can be given to whether the present ratio 
of film newspaper advertising to total budgets is the most 
productive in drawing customers to the box office. Certainly 
there should be wider experimentation with other advertising 
media. The fact does remain, however, that newspaper adver- 
tising is fundamental at the point of sale, and to many ex- 
hibitors it is the only medium of advertising within geo- 
graphical—and pocketbook—reach. This means that, along 
with any investigations of other advertising media, ways and 
means should be found to make newspaper advertising more 
effective for the theatres and thereby, indirectly, for the dis- 
tributors and producers. 


It must be admitted that, despite excellencies in press book 
advertising, national campaigns planned in advance by the dis- 
tributors do not suit all situations. Therefore the work done in 
newspaper advertising by the hundred-odd advertising direc- 
tors of circuits throughout the country is tremendously im- 
portant, not only in key runs but in setting the advertising 
theme approach in whole areas. These circuit advertising men 
have done very well indeed despite some serious obstacles, im- 
portant among which are the discriminatory newspaper adver- 
tising rates for theatres. 

Such high rates are an anachronism carried over from the 
days when the stage and vaudeville houses used little news- 
paper space and demanded much in return.

ber 30 should be used as a time to press for rate equaliza- 
tion. Theatres should not pay per newspaper inch any more 
than other local merchants. 


Te occasion of the industry's Jubilee Box Office Drive 


In addition to pressing for needed newspaper reforms in 
rate structures, exhibitors and film company advertising direc- 
tors should seek a better positioning of motion picture adver- 
tising. Unrelated merchandising advertising ould not be 
allowed to compete for attention. Also the newspaper's own 
readers are best served when the paper prints suitable news 
comment and pictures in adjacent columns. 


To be welcomed is any extension of exhibitor cooperative 
efforts in newspaper advertising. In some areas the drab direc- 
tory has been lifted to a factor of aggressive selling of attrac- 
tions at a number of houses. Local film advertising must do 
two things: |) Help a person decide he wants to go to a 
theatre; and 2) Aid him in choosing an attraction for the par- 
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ticular occasion. Every theatre is assisted indirectly when the 
theatre-going potential is expanded. 

An outstanding example of one exhibitor helping another— 
and one that could be widely imitated for mutual advan- 
tage—is the offer by Mr. A. H. Blank, President of Tri-States 
Theatre Corp., to make available, at engraver's cost, mats of 
any of their newspaper ads. Mr. Russ Fraser, Tri-States adver- 
tising head, has informed Mr. Charles Niles, National director 
of Allied-Independent Theatre Owners of lowa-Nebraska, that, 
“we are very happy to give Allied members this service and 
hope that it may be of some assistance to them, as many 
times we hit upon a new angle.” 

Let there be more of that kind of cooperation between large 
and small exhibitors and surely newspaper advertising will do a 
better job for all theatres.

Confidence 
A STRIKING example of confidence in the future of the 


motion picture theatre from a firm closely identified 

with television and radio is expressed in the announce- 
ment of RCA that it is inviting exhibitors to purchase all types 
of theatre equipment on credit. The company states that it 
"has boundless faith in the future of the theatre business” 
and has backed up that expression with an offer to make avail- 
able millions of dollars of theatre apparatus and furnishings. 
RCA urged exhibitors to “look at your theatre critically (the 
way your patrons do)" and completely modernize and “then 
bally-hoo it all over town." That is sound advice. Obsolete or 
out-moded equipment is hurting box office attendance at a 
time when patron good will should be receiving the highest 
priority.

WASHINGTON: Unexpected opposition 
developed this week to the proposed merger 
of United Paramount Theatres and the 
American Broadcasting Company and as a 
result it is thought likely that the 
Federal Communications Commission will 
hold a public hearing on the question. 

Five theatre companies, headed by Harry 
Arthur’s St. Louis Amusement Co., asked 
the FCC to refuse permission for the con- 
solidation of the Paramount circuit and the 
ABC radio and television network into the 
Paramount Theatres-American Broad- 
casting Company. 

They charged that approval of the merger 
and the subsequent transfer would create 
new monopoly powers and would be con- 
trary to the FCC statutes and the public 
interest.

First Indication of 
Protest on Merger 


The opposition protest, first formal noti- 
fication the commission has received that 
the merger may meet with objections, was 
filed by attorney Russell Hardy and was 
made on behalf of Partmar Corporation, 
Paramount - Hollywood Theatre Corpora- 
tion, Cabart Theatre Corporation, St. Louis 
Amusement Company and Eden Amuse- 
ment Company.

British Talks 
On Pact Are

LONDON: The tardy, as some say snail- 
like, Monetary Agreement negotiations are 
drawing to a close. Late last week the 
American delegation had its first discussion 
with the top Treasury team led by John 
Edwards, the Minister of Economic Affairs, 
and this Tuesday the U. S. group had its 
first encounter with Sir Hartley Shawcross, 
president of the Board of Trade, at a 
luncheon in the House of Commons. 

Despite the social nature of the affair, 
observers attached considerable importance 
to the luncheon at which, they felt, an ex- 
change of views was inevitable. It is under- 
stood that the agreement is now in tenta- 
tive draft form and that signatures may be 
affixed to it soon, possibly this week. 

The British so far have been holding out 
for what amounts essentially to a mainten- 
ance of the status quo, limiting remittances 
to $17,000,000 annually in addition to 23 
per cent American investments in produc- 
tion here. The Americans are pressing for 
both an increase in remittances and liberal- 
ization of the permitted uses of their blocked

Justice Department Asks 
Amendment of Little 3 
Decree in “Conspiracy” 


In a move that caught all previous and 
present participants in the Government’s 
anti-trust case against the “Big Five” and 
“Little Three” distributors by complete sur- 
prise, the Justice Department last week in 
the New York Statutory Court sought to 
amend the decree which took Universal, 
United Artists and Columbia out of the 
long-drawn-out case. 


Government Obtains 
“Show Cause” Order 

The action was aimed at Universal and 
United Artists to prevent them from having 
“common officers, directors or agents with 
anyother motion picture companies,” and to 
force UA, to put up for sale for a limited 
time, the Eagle Lion Classics 
which it acquired recently. The Government 
was successful in obtaining a “show cause” 
order which was signed by Judges Augustus 
N. Hand, Henry W. Goddard and Alfred C. 
Coxe. UA and Universal are required to 
file a reply by August 31 and the hearing is 
scheduled to take place October 25, it was 
revealed this week. 

In its petition, the Government claimed 
that since the trial when the suit against the 
“Little Three” was terminated with the com 
panies required to adhere to certain trade 
practice provisions and regulations as to af- 
filiations of executive personnel, UA and 
Universal have “knowingly combined and 
conspired with one another and with others 
to create and maintain, and they have cre- 
ated and maintained conditions detrimental 
to and inconsistent with and open 
competition.”

Speaking specifically, Philip Marcus, spe- 


cial assistant to the attorney general, said 
in an accompanying affidavit that three part- 
ners in the law firm of Phillips, Nizer, Ben- 
jamin and Krim have had “responsible posi- 
tions” with Paramount, United Artists and 
Universal, all three companies having been 
defendants in the anti-trust case. The three 
partners referred to are Louis Phillips, Ar- 
thur B. Krim, UA president, and Robert 
Benjamin, president of J. Arthur Rank Or- 
ganization of the U. S. and a director of 
Universal. The affidavit stated that 
other members of the law firm represented 
other film companies, and added that this sit- 
uation of overlapping affiliations made it 
“extremely difficult” to carry out the spirit 
and letter of the various courts judgments 
which aimed at destroying “combination or 
affiliation between the defendants.”

The petition asked the court to amend the 
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judgment which took the companies out of 
the case, to: 

1. “Prohibit each of them from having 
common officers, directors or agents with 
any other motion picture producing distrib- 
uting companies.” 

2. “Provide that no officer, director, man- 
aging agent of, or person acting in an execu- 
tive capacity for Universal or United Art- 
ists, may act as counsel for any motion pic- 
ture producing or distributing company.” 

3. “Provide that United Artists shall not 
acquire an interest in other motion picture 
producing, distributing or exhibiting compa 
nies or in the assets thereof without first se- 
curing permission of this court upon a show 
ing that such acquisition will not unduly re- 
strain competition.” 

4. “Provide that for a period of 60 days 
United Artists shall offer, on reasonable 
terms, all the assets it has acquired from 
Fagle Lion (Classics) to any person or com- 
pany not connected with any of the 
defendants.”

Put Out of Business 


The affidavit said that Mr. Krim and Mr. 
Benjamin “have assumed control of United 
Artists, while at the same time one of them 
(Mr. Benjamin) has continued to be a direc- 
tor at Universal. As a result of this 
close relationship, not only has a condition 
been created which serves to defeat the pur- 
pose of the suit and the effect of the judg- 
ments already entered, but has actually re- 
sulted in the elimination of one of the few 
competitors in the production and distribu 
tion field.”

Robert L. Wright, former anti-trust at- 
torney for the Justice Department who 
argued in behalf of the Dipson circuit, had 
claimed the lower court’s ruling was com- 
pletely contrary to the Supreme Court's 
decision in the Paramount and Jackson 
Park cases.

Legion Approves 17

Ruling on two separate actions, both 
charging monopolistic practices, brought 
against National Screen Service Corpora- 
tion, Judge James P. McGranery, in Phila- 
delphia Federal Court, last week dismissed 
one complaint.

The United States District Court sustain- 
ed National contention that the 
action brought by Rio Haven, Inc., an ex- 
hibitor, be dismissed insofar as it purported 
to speak tor exhibitors generally. The cor- 
poration claimed that the plaintiff had no 
right to bring a “representative” action for 
all independent exhibitors of the country, 
and that therefore the exhibitor should not 
be permitted to maintain such an action. 

In another action by several Philadelphia 
poster-renting firms, headed by Pantzer and 
Lawlor, charging that National Screen was 
a monopoly and joining all of the motion 
picture companies as conspirators in mono- 
poly.and restraint of trade, the court found 
there was no evidence of conspiracy on the 
part of National Screen and the distributors, 
and therefore denied a motion for summary 
judgment against the film companies. The 
court also found that there was no evidence 
of any abuse of power on the part of the 
defendants. The court ruled, however, that 
National the exciusive 
licenseee to and _ distribute 
standard accessories for the leading picture 
companies, that as a matter of law such 
combined power, even though not abused, 
constituted monopoly. 

The Court found that while National 
Screen had granted sub-licences to the 
poster-renters to distribute standard acces- 
sories, the power to terminate such licenses 
or not to grant them ought not to exist. 
The court therefore granted the plaintiff's 
motion, requesting suggestions from both 
sides with respect to preserving the compe- 
titive situation between the poster-renters 
and National Screen.

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British Reels

LONDON: Guestions are to be asked in 
the House of Commons regarding the big 
five newsreels and pictures from Iran. 

As reported previously, Sidney L. Bern- 
stein’s Granada Theatres cancelled its con- 
tract with British Movietonews and started 
trading with International Review. The 
latter complains that pictures taken by the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company were refused 
them at the instance of the News Reel Asso- 
ciation. 

The questions to be asked in the House 
demand that the Board of Trade ensure the 
widest possible distribution for films from 
Iran. They suggest also that the board refer 
to the Monopoly Commission “the restric- 
tive practices of the News Reel Association 
who have threatened to boycott any films 
taken by the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company 
unless the oil company undertakes to supply 
their films exclusively to members of the 
Association.” 

To that the NRA retorts that they ser- 
vice over 3,500 houses in the United King- 
dom against “the very small number of 
cinemas showing the International Review.” 
With some pertinence, the association also 
asks whether International Review, if it is 
serious about the coverage of the Anglo- 
Iranian oil situation, contemplates sending 
a cameraman there. The association points 
out that the five established reels are shar- 
ing the considerable cost of maintaining two 
cameramen on the spot.
